One book. That constituted the entire holdings of FMU’s James A. Rogers
Library when it was dedicated in 1971, the first new building on campus.

Thirty-three years later, the library, named for the first chairman of the State
College Board of Trustees, houses a collection of nearly 400,000 volumes and
provides access to a variety of electronic databases. Rogers Library is the sixth-
largest academic library in South Carolina. It seats 600 and is open 88 hours per
week.

“This building has served us extremely well,” said library dean Paul Dove.
However, as times have changed, so has the library. “When we moved in 1971,
there were no computers,” he said. Over the years, thousands of feet of cables
have been run under the building to accommodate the new electronic technol-
ogy.

The J. Mitchell Reames Wing, named for the late first director of the library,
was dedicated in 1988 and added 23,000 square feet to the building’s existing
54,000 square feet.

“We've probably re-arranged this building seven times,” Dove said. “Some
areas have reached capacity.” The dean said that within the next decade,
another expansion “will certainly be crucial.”

“A storehouse of knowledge”

“The library is the place you go to get information,” Dove said. “It's a
storehouse of knowledge.”

The dean said that in more than 30 years of working in libraries, he has
observed that about 50 percent of the library’s patrons actually use its re-
sources, while the other 50 percent simply use it as a study hall.

“So many students bring their work here,” he said. “Particularly at night.”
Students can even study in groups in one of the library’s classrooms.

But for students who want and need to use the library’s vast resources, there
is always someone there to help. Library patrons can count on individual
attention from a qualified professional librarian.

The library has 50 computers for student use, with Internet access and com
programs such as Microsoft Word and Excel. Chatrooms are even allowed, but
for academic purposes. (Games, of course, are outlawed.) The library does not Cé
textbooks, but students have access to materials that complement the classroo
such as microfilm, microfiche, e-books, electronic databases and other resources.

Faculty also use the numerous electronic journals and other holdings for their
research. The library relies heavily on faculty suggestions and requests when purc
ing new books.

Rogers Library has a staff of 23, including nine faculty members who average |
years of service. Five members of the library staff have received 30-year servicepit
Ten of the current staff members were hired by Dove’s predecessor, Mitchell T

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with other institutions and drive down the price,” Dove said.
“We literally have joined every consortium that has invited us.”

For example, several libraries can split the cost of signing up
for a particular electronic database. Or if Rogers Library doesn’t
have a book you are looking for, it can be obtained through an
interlibrary loan. The library also tries not to buy more than one
copy of a book, in order to keep costs down.

In 1996, Rogers Library became the first library in South
Carolina to offer a web-based catalog. The catalog currently
contains more than 304,000 bibliographic records.

The library currently provides access to 40 databases,
including many full-text services. The library also has access to
more than 5,000 journals and adds new titles almost daily.
Rogers Library is a member of DISCUS, Digital Information for
South Carolina Users, SOLINET, the Southeastern Library
Network, and PASCAL, Partnerships Among South Carolina
Academic Libraries.

Thirty years ago, according to Dove, local high school
students were not encouraged to use Rogers Library. Nowada
that has changed. High school students frequently tour the
library, and the tours are also a recruiting tool. “A lot of kids
have never been in a library this large,” Dove said.

Although generally only FMU personnel can check out books
the library has reciprocal agreements with other local colleges
including Florence-Darlington Tech, Coker, and Williamsburg
Tech. This allows students from any of those schools to utilize
resources from any of the libraries.

High school students and other members of the public may
purchase a $25 per year guest pass for check-out privileges at
Rogers Library.

The award was established in 1985 by
the Drug Science Foundation to honor an
individual or team within the state whose
achievements and contributions to
science in South Carolina merit special
recognition, and to promote wider
awareness of the quality and extent of
scientific activity in South Carolina.

Since 1989, the award has been under
joint sponsorship of the governor’s
office, the S.C. Commission on Higher
Education, and the S.C. Academy of
Science.

Lockyer publishes second book about Maine

Francis Marion University geography professor Allan Lockyer has published his
second book, “Imagining Maine — Essays and Stories.”

Lockyer is also the author of “Clamdiggers and Downeast Country Stores: Eastern
Maine’s Vanishing Culture,” which placed sixth on the Maine Writers and Publishers
Bestseller List in 1994.

He received a bachelor’'s degree from Southern Arkansas University, a master’s
degree from Western Kentucky University, and a doctorate from the University of
Northern Colorado.

Marion University Board of Trustees on
Nov. 12 that examined the Patriot athletic
program and made some recommenda-
tions about the future of the program,
including changing its NCAA classifica-
tion.

The report was compiled by the
Athletic Study Committee, a group
appointed by FMU president Fred Carter
in June to study the future of FMU
athletics. The report was presented as
information, asking the president and
athletic director for recommendations
pertaining to its implementation.

After examining an extensive amount
of data and discussing a wide range of
topics, the group’s findings focused on
three main directives.

Their initial finding was that the
university should explore the possibility
of moving from NCAA Division Il status
to Division | status. This would begin by

Once accom-
plished, the university would assess the
success of these two programs over
several years, in an effort to determine
the feasibility of moving the entire 14-
sport athletic program to Division |
status.

This evaluation period would also
allow Francis Marion additional time to

at Francis Marion University.
